their Dagon by means of his Majeſty ; but ſince a repenting Presbyre- 
rian was icarce ever heard of, and fince it is evident to all men, that 
the whole gang of them retain the ſame temper and metall they ever 
did, and fince not only ſo many places in Church, and almoft all the 

laces of truſt in Court ſwarmes ſo with them, It will not, I hope, 
e a crime, if good Subjects pray for a proſperous Reign upon his Ma« 
jeſty, leſt upon any adverſe fortune, thoſe very men ſerve him, as they 
did his Saint-like, and Martyr'd Father.
